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the main residential area and the beaches, al- 
though there is a boom across the harbour. It 
is to be hoped that the beautiful city of golden 
beaches and verdant hills will be spared the 
more disastrous effects of war. There are 
thousands of people in Shanghai who retain 
pleasant memories of delightful summers spent 
in Tsingtao, away from the bustle and worry 
‘of business’ life and, once upon a time, in a 
haven of peace and undisturbed tranquillity. 
Political fortunes have swung backwards and 
forwards in many parts of China but Tsingtao 
has generally escaped the turmoil, left to its 
‘own “quiet existence tapping the ‘products of 
the fertile province of Shangtung under a pro- 
gressive Mayor, and offering jaded Shanghal- 
landors and: other treaty port residents an 
opportunity for relaxation in delightful clreum- 
stances, History secens to be running its full 
eycle for the Japanese are no strangers to 
Tsingtao, having captured it from the Germans 
in 1914, but tho present advance from the land 
Instead’ of from the sea indicates a new line of 
stratey predicated on the fact that China was a 
neutral state in the Great War but now she is 
forced into a different role. 








‘MISREPRESENTATION 


‘The bomb incident on Soochow Creck on 
Dec. 27 has had exaelly the ropercussion which 
Was to be expected, namely, that the Japanese 
should embark upon a line’ of criticism of the 
efforts of the Munieipal Police. To argue that 
because a crime occurred the Police are inef- 
cient may sound very well. but indicates in- 
complete realization of the functions of the 
foree, It cannot be expected to anticipate that 
‘one person, out of some millions resident, in 
Shanghai, plans to throw a-bomb at a Japanese 
‘army sampan in Soochow Creek, and take steps 
accordingly. Could It be, it would have 
to be gifted with a degree of clairvoyance to} 
‘which even the best of mediums never lays elaim. 
If such things were possible much crime could 
be frustrated, ‘That, however. the police are 
fas human as any other person Is evidenced by 
the fact that the Tokyo police did not anticipate 
the attempted coup of February last year, or, 
If they did, certainly took mo steps to frustrate 
it. It may be thought that such an argument 
is but a mere tu quoque, but surely the res- 
pective merits of the two forces should be 
‘measured by the same yardstick, “The efficiency 
displayed by the Municipal Police during. the 
“Victory Parade," and the manner In which 
they have kept crime in hand during all these 
trying months redounds infinitely to their eredit. 
ahd the Japanese authorities: if they are 
correctly represented by their spokesman appear | 
fo be more than a trie hypercritical, “The 
claim made on December 28 at the Press 
Conference that the Shanghai Municipal police 
fon August 17 “took to their heels “from the 
Eastern” part of the Settlement” and so 
abandoned thelr posts, is defnitely tintrue, as 
the following excerpts from the issue of this 
Journal dated August 21, clearly proves:

It fs not susecested for one moment that these 
tmisrepresentations are deliberate; they. either 
rise from poor memory or an inadequate 
‘acquaintance with the facts. but, ina tense 
situation such as prevails, it is just as well to 
be certain of one's facts, before making state- 
ments which reflect on a brave body of men Who 
carried on amidst a state of affairs which 
one of their making. The members of the 
force, who did their duty so efllelently in so 
trying a time, deserve every commendation. and 
a8 this journal pointed out in the issue referred 
{o, they continued to act “as custodians of the

ANSWER TO OUTRAGE 


‘The emergency proclamation issued by the 
Shanghai Municipal Couneil on New Year's 
ay, and published inthis journal is 
the’ only possible answer to the many un 
fortunate bombing incidents which have occur 
red during the past week inthe International 
Settlement and the assassination of Mr. Lon 
Pah-hong in the French Consession, If Chinese 
frregulars continue to infringe the strict neu- 
{tality of these areas they must be dealt with with, 
the utmost firmness. That the Municipal Police 
have handled the crime wave, inevitable after 
such an upheaval as that which Shanghai has 
witnessed, with altogether commendable effil- 
eney is demonstrated by a comparison of erime 
figures for last year with’ those of 1027, ‘It Is 
ample proof that they have the situation well 
in hand and may be confidently expected to 
continue to do so. The new powers conferred 
‘upon them. by the Municipal Council, in thelr 
proclamation, should prove of considerable 
assistance to’ them, and if they take every ad- 
vantage of it, the probability of a serious con- 
tinuanee of outrages such as those of Saturday 
last may be very considerably reduced. There 
‘may be some inclined to criticize what the 
Council has done in this connection from a 
{echnical point of view, but a situation has 
arisen which necessitates «the disregard of 
technicalities in order that every proper pre-| 
caution shall be taken for the suppression of 
‘crime. It is, perhaps, inevitable that the Japan-

may seck to make capital out of it, but the

‘The Japanese North China Measures Com- 
mittee has arrived at the adoption of funda- 
mental principles which will govern all

WUHU INCIDENT 


Dee, 30 


If the Tokyo Foreign Office needed to be 
‘saved from its frionds, it must surely be desir- 
ing that the Japanese military authorities 
‘would not try {o prove so helpful, for a clearer 
admission of the reckless conduct responsible 
for the incidents at Wuhu, involving British 
war vessels, could not be found than that em- 
bodied in their statement issued in Tokyo on’ 
December 28, The facts of the matter as set 
forth in the statement are clear. On December 
9 the Japanese Consul-General, Mr, Okamoto, 
requested third Powers (o evacuate their ni 
tionals from the scone of hostilities. ‘That w: 
in fact, except for the small band of foreljmers 
whieh ‘decided to remain in Nanking, being 
done, and on December 11 ten large steamers 
were observed fleeing —up-river from. 
Hsiakwan, ‘Those vessels were fired on that 
day, the shells according to the stalement fall- 
ing’shost. A command was then issued that 
the vessels should be attacked by units in the 
neighbourhood of Wuhu. The next day. al- 
though it is claimed there was a dense fog, 
four large steamers were discovered anchored 
about three kilometres north of Wuhu. At 
about 9 a.m. some of the ships commenced 
suddenly to send up black smoke, and the 
commander, deciding that they were en 
deavouring to hide behind a smoke screen, 
‘ordered fire to be opened, and shells were 
seen to hit the forefront of the first and second 
ships. The ships in the rear retreated down 
‘stream, while one of those in front advanced 
towards the Japanese forces, the British fag 
wax identified, and the order to cease fire 
ziven. When the vessel came alongside it was 
discovered that she was H.MS, Ladybird, tn 

h protests, it was sald by the 
', presumably Col. Hashimoto, that 
the British ‘tag could not be discerned owing 
to the fox and black smoke, that he believed, 
therefore, that they were enemy vessels, and 
that it was his duty to sink all enemy vessels 
fon the river. Tt would seem that Col, Hashi- 
moto's statement was reported at the time 
completely coincides with the statement now:

The announcement really takes the matter 
no further than did the original reports, If 
Col. Hashimoto's orders were to sink all 
enemy erafl, there can be no quarrel with 
such a statement. He was obviously not 
instructed to sink all vessels, irrespective of 
‘nationality, and to that extent no particular 
Blame attaches to those who issued the or 
al orders. But in the earrying out of them, 
there was éither an enthusiastic desire to f= 
fect them completely, or a failure to recognize 
that the safety of foreign neutrals was still 
the paramount obligation of the Japanese forces 
operating in that area. Tt is clear that the 
British shipping involved was endeavouring 
to get out of the scene of hostilities. “Tt was 
also wall within the knowledge of ‘the high 
command, and ought to have been within that 
of Col. Hashimoto, that there was a quantity. 
of foreign shipping on the river, and that it 
should not be molested, Col. Hashimoto was 
fring on all shipping. There is nothing 
the statement fo show otherwise. ‘The oxis- 
fence of a dense fog, and the fact that the: 
vessels which had been at anchor all night 
were emitting black smoke, probably. getting 
up steam to proceed further away up the 
Yangtze, provides no excuse for what happen- 
‘ed. It was the bounden duty of the Japanese 
officer responsible for the occurrence to have 
ascertained the identity of the vessels before| 
he opened fire, and there can be only the 
severest criticism of the failure to take that 
ordinary and essential precaution. In the 
circumstances the reference in “The Times" 
fo the incident concerning the USS, Panay 
may here be just as appropriately applied. 
What then looked like wanton malice has been 
made by the statement issued by the Japanese 
military in Tokyo to appear to be gross reck- 
lessness or incoinpetence. It is quite possible: 
to accept the assurance that the whole 
eldent was unintentional, and that the British 
men-o-war would not have been fred on if 
their identity had been established, but it is 
in the failure to establish that identity—the 
‘onus of which was én the Japanese offieers— 
that the real essence of the matter ig to be 
found. 

At the time of writing, the details of the 
Japanese reply to the British note, handed to} 





























the British Ambassador in Tokyo by the 
Japanese Foreign Minister, had not been mde: 
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public. It may be assumed, however, that 
the explanation of the matter will not be very 
different from the statement now under con- 
sideration. Whether it will prove entirely 
acceplable remains to be scen, though should 
the Japanese Government in ‘addition to the 
expression of regret similar to that of the 
Japanese military, give satisfactory assur- 
ances that every ‘proper precaution will be 
taken to avoid’ repetition of such an un- 
fortunate affair, it is probable that the British 
Government will adopt an attitude similar to 
that taken up by Washington, It is to be 
hoped that such in fact will be the case, for 
serious as the affront has been, it docs not 
yet appear to have assumed that gravity 
which would call for further and stronger 
action. This journal fully appreciates the 
sineerity of the regrets which have been ex- 
pressed, and the embarrassment which the 
Japanese Government must feel over the 
malter, It would be, ungenerous to adopt 
any other attitude, but it must, nevertheless, 
be pointed out that what is feared at the 
moment is that there may be repetitions of 
these incidents, and should that prove to be 
the ease the anger which is mounting in both 
Great Britain and the United States will be 
further intensified. Such a state of affairs 
‘would be truly deplorable, and for that reason 
it is devoutly hoped that! the Japanese reply 
Will prove a more acceptable document than 
the military statement, In endeavouring to 
explain the accidental features of the whole 
incident the drafters have pinned vesponsibi~ 
ity on the appropriate person, and if he weve 
dealt with adequately for his conduct, “a 
reality would be added to the anticipated 
terms of the Japanese reply which would do 
much to restore the cordiality which ought 
Still to exist between the two nations con- 
corned, It might also tend towards non- 
repetition of these incidents as impressing on 
other officers the necessity of taking the eare, 
which was so apparently not taken in this 
instance,

Faced with force majeure 
the Council had ‘to make the best they could 
out of a very bad business, and that it has 
‘done so well is a tribute to the efficiency of 
the Council and its officials. The opinion of 
the correspondent that “had the Counell 
adopted a strong stand—the only stand it 
should have taken—to protect all areas within 
the defined Settlement limits, and notified the 
Chinese and Japanese authorities that bound- 
aries must be respected, I am of opinion the 
Shanghai hostilities eould not have developed 
into the huge, military operations that they 
oon assumed.” completely ignores the reali- 
tles of the situation. Japan had commenced 
an endeavour to impose its will on the 
Chinese government, the Chinese government 
had determined to resist with all the forces 
‘at its command. Is it to be believed that 
either of the two countries would have paid 
much attention to communications of protest 
which could never have been backed by 
force? In the light of the only possible 
answer to that question the attempt to pin 
responsibility upon the Municipal Couneil for 
the dimensions to which the hostilities 
eventually attained must fail in the eyes of 
all reasonable men. So also must’ the sug- 
gestion that had such action been taken these 
two rich and populous districts would have 
escaped spoliation and destruction. They were 
caught between the upper and nether mill- 
stones of war, and the fact that they have 
‘come out from between them as well as they 
have, disastrous though that well has proved, 
must in a large degree be attributed to the 
careful and correct policy adopted by the 
Council and its servants. ‘That there is every 
sympathy with those who have suffered so 
severely in those areas goes without saying. 
but criticism, such as that which Is referred 
to, is apparently inspired by loss and the 
indignation arising therefrom. That does not, 
however, relieve it of the stigma of eaptious- 
ness which Is so obvious,

pertain in the rest of the world, While there 
ie prosnerity in Great Britain, the same can 
hardly be saidl of most of the other countries, 
even that of Japan has diminished and is 
hein erievously hit by the military adventure 
in whieh she is ensnted. Politically the 
world e exnerfencing an tnstable peace, one 
‘whieh has been in erave danger of disruption 
fAnrine the vear which has passed: that danger 
Inne not vet been removed. and the unhappy 
Imnrnesion ie formed that there are forces 
ont on keoning the world in this state of 
turmoil in the hope of sooner or later doing 
some profitable fishing in its troubled waters. 
In Chinn millions of pencoful farmers, and 
merchants are fleeing before the advance of 
the Japanese armies, homeless, destitute and 
In inereasing danger of famine through the 
eneral disruption of the national system. 
Hundreds of thousands have dled directly or 
indireetly as a result of: what has been hap- 
pening during these last four and a half 
months, and the blood of the innocent cries 
Unavailinsly to the skies. It is inevitable 
that the old year should pass out in a black 
cloud of hatred, hatred not only of one nation 
for another. but inthe hearts of neutrals 
hatred of the inioulty which is being per~ 
petvated, ‘That is how the dyed-in-the-woot 
pacificist will see present conditions: the 
realist is just as impressed by the aspect, 

‘There is something inexpressibly beautiful 
about the coming of a new year, as beautiful 
fas the white page to which these thoughts 
fre being committed, for at the end of each 
year, spotless at its berinning, the full tale of| 
ood and evil. of happiness and unhappiness 
Tnust eventuaily be fold. What will it took 
like twelve months hence? It would be idle 
to prophesy, but this should always be borne 
in mind, desperate though the outlook may 
be, the forces of good have not yet_beon 
destroyed, ‘They may find matters dificult 
uring the coming year, but the love of 
Justice, of truth, of humanity, of freedom ix 
sil ag strong as ever it was, even though 








this sentiment inspires any the weaker, nor| 
the courage in which it is held. It may be| 
that this nei year will call for greater sacri- 
fices from mankind. The Ideals which it 
holds so firmly may demand them, and the 
fortitude of the human race is such that they 
will be made cheerfully, in the stern belief 
of their necessity. ‘The heart will think of 
coming pain, but to vex itself with memories, 
merely for the purpose of a moral flagellation 
will be useless. Memories, nowadays are only 
‘useful for the purpose of discovering how to 
avold future errors. And yet there must be 
fan exception even to that generalization. 
‘The remembrance of the manner in which 
this strange city of Shanghai has borne the 
tribulations of the last year, the disappoint- 
ment of seeing a revival of’ business dashed 
to the ground, perhaps not to recover for 
‘years to come, and the horrors of those bright 
‘August days which struck dismay into Its 
very heart, is an inspiration to pride. 
Whatever may be said of Shanghal, however 
wicked the casual sensational writer may en= 
deavour to make it, the fact emerges that 
‘Shanghal is gifted with a sound heart and 
high courage. The people of Shanghai are 
the inhabitants of no mean city. 


The heart does think of coming pain; it Is 
bewildered by the misery around.it, but it 
has risen to the facts of the past, and there 
is no reason to believe that it will not rise to 
the occasion in the future, should such 
demands be made upon it, There is comfort. 
in the reflection that the economic future of 
Shanghai cannot be denied. Not until its 
raison d’étre has heen completely wiped out, 
‘and China reduced to a state of complete 
desolation—an unthinkable hypothesis—will 
the future of Shanghai be hopeless. There 
are many whose prospects have been dashed 
to the ground by all that has happened here 
of late, who have been driven back to the 
wall, who will be obliged to start all over 
again in an endeavour to rebuild their 
fortunes. With them there is the deepest 
possible sympathy, and hope that in the New 
Year they may find a betterment of an out- 
look which at present looks so black, To 
others more fortunately situated there must 
be an expression of the hope that thelr good 
fortune will continue. And if the expression 
‘of good wishes is to be extended it would be 
to the Chinese people that during the new 
year peace will again be brought to them, 
| peace consonant with their national dignity; 
for the Japanese the hope that the disaster 
they are wreaking upon an innocent people, 
in their endeavour to chastise a government, 
will not rebound too severely upon their owa 
heads. The old year has turned out to have 
been a very bad old man, the new one seems 
to be starting out like a confirmed rake, but, 
who knows? It may be, by the time thi 
yearly editorial again comes to be written, 
that he may have been completely reformed 
It is to be hoped s0, 
Possible to wish the 
all good things for the twelvemonth which 
has now commenced, 














NEW YEAR MESSAGES 
Jan, 3. 


‘The New Year's Day messages of the 
Japanese Premier, Prince Konoye, the Fer- 
eign Minister, Mr. Koki Hirota,’ the War 
Minister, Gen Sugiyat.a, and ‘the Navy 
‘Minister, Admiral Yonai,’ make interesting 
reading.” Each approaches the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities from the particular point of view 
of his own department and their pronounce- 
ments give a very clear picture of the policy 
of Tokyo, its hapes and its fears. Prince 
Konoye’s ‘message is remarkably important 
because. of the implications it conveys. Fol- 
lowing the fall of Nanking, he is reported as 
saying, the National Government of China 
hhas become “a weapon in the hands of the 
Communist Party, a destructive organization.” 
‘One of the reasons given for the present 
hostilities was Japan's desire to save China 
from communism. The Chinese Government 
denied that it leant towards that doctrine, 
and that denial was emphasized by the 
readiness with which the Chinese Communist 
forces, ceased their rebellion against the gov- 
‘ernment, and, at any rate for the duration of| 
‘the hostilities, submerged themselves in the 
armies of the nation. A common danger 
brought about a unity of purpose in which 
Nanking made no concession to the rebels, 
but received their assistance against the 
enemy. Prince Konoye now claims. that 
since the fall of Nanking a state of affairs 
has been brought about, which it was the 
desire of the Japanese government to prevent. 
‘The Chinese will naturally deny that this has 
happened ahd that there has been no change 
in the political complexion of their govern- 
ment, and, on the facts, it would seem that 
this contention is‘correct. But if it is not, 
on whom does the responsibility rest? This] 
Journal has pointed out consistently that 
Japanese action. is likely to throw China 
directly into the arms of Moscow.” Tt has not 
‘yet occurred, but, if that is the final result, 
Japan will ‘have “only herself to blame. 
Nations ir desperation are apt to turn to any 
other country which will render them as- 
sistance, postponing the counting of the cost. 
until more peaceful times. China has been 
obliged to turn to Russia for material help, 
which has now apparenty been afforded, but! 








for the joment it may be dismayed by the 
strength opposed to it. Nor Is the faith which 


it is not yet true that in return it’ has| 
abandoned the prineiples upon which its gov-' 


ernment Js based in favour for the Russian’ 
doctrine, “Should it do so the effect would be 
Just as harmful to forelgn Interests as the 
Present policy of Japan. > 

The Foreign Minister is more concemed 
with the effect of Japanese action in China 
upon world opinion, and particularly upon 
Anglo-Japanese relations. It is a matter for 
extreme regret that at a time when move- 
ments, were afoot to bring about a greater 
degree of cordiality between the two nations,| 
Japanese action in China should have—only 
temporarily it is to be hoped—trustrated 
them. Mr. Hirota realized Great Britain's 
grave concern for her old and important 
interests in China because of the political 
implications of current events and went on 
to give the assurance that Japan has no 
desire to violate them. It is quite possible 
to accept the assurance concerning Japan's 
Gesire: inv this matter, but the real tost Is to 
be found"in’ what is'happening.” British in- 
ferests in China are threatened, they are suf- 
fering,.ahd the damage done has. already 
assumed gigantic proportions, ‘The same may 
be said of other nations interested in China. 
The loss of trade—and that is all most of 
their people are here for—is amply de- 
monstrated in the Customs’ retums, the 
destruction of capital values is only too ap- 
parent to those who have witnessed the 
devastation wrought in the environs of 
Shanghai, while the reduction of vast areas 
fin China’ to practical destitution must have 
a profound effect upon those same foreign 
interests which Mr. Hirota has expressed 
such fervent desire not to harm, If there is 
any misunderstanding, such as that of which 
the Japanese leaders complain, it must be 
realized that it arises from an inability to 
reconcile the sentiments which they express 
with the actualitics of the situation. ‘The as~ 
surances given are at such complete variance 
with what is happening that not even the 
adroitest argument can effect a reconciliation. 
‘Therein Ties the whole crux of the matter, and 
the sooner that is understood the sooner will 
‘8 proper appreciation of the situation by the: 
Japanese become possible. In considering 
this aspect of the matter the rights or wrongs 
of the issue between China and Japan need 
not be imported into the argument. ‘The fact 
is that enormous damage is being done to 
neutral foreign interests in China, and it is 
‘because of that, that the world watches events 
here with such’ grave anxiety, 

‘Again Mr. Hirota's message may be quoted 
“We also hope that Britain will make every 
effort to prevent a dislocation of the 
traditionally amicable Anglo-Japanese reln- 
tions," he sald. The mutuality of obligation 
in any friendship can be specifically instanced 
by the substitution of the word “Japan” tor 
“Britain” in the foregoing sentence. Britain 
is entitled to expect that Japan will also make 
every effort, and it is because the: impres- 
sion that Japan is failing in this respect is 
gaining ground that so. much uneasiness 
exists. Sound British opinion is not even 
now unfriendly to Japan, It is at the moment, 
highly critical, and for this Japan has only 
herself to blame. There is no more desire 
to see China become bolshevized in London 
thon there is in Tokyo. The difference of 
‘opinion arises from opposite beliefs, and It 
must be realized that the propinguity of 
Japan to China, important thousth it is, does 
not constitute the former country the sole 
fudge of what is occurring here. “Occidental 
belief, certainly in Britain, is that China was 
in no dangor of going ‘communistic, that 
Japan created her own bogle for the purpose 
of destroying it, and if, as Prince Konoye 
seems to suggest,.the fall of Nanking has in- 
tensified the Chinese trend towards com- 
munism, which this journal docs not believe, 
roay it not be that the bogey is being trans- 
formed into a Frankenstinian monster by 
Japan's own actions? ‘That is certainly an 
aspect of the matter which requires con 
sideration, though what can be done about 
it now it is not easy to perceive. And one 
other point. ‘The world still remembers com 
paratively recent Japanese slogans of 

‘and “Asia for the Asiatics. 
finds it somewhat difficult to reconelle presént 
‘assurances with past expressions of policy 
‘concerning China, and if it still looks with 
‘suspicion on recent developments, it can 
hardly be blamed.. The remedy’ ties in 
Japan's hands, and she alone can apply it. 


























” JAPAN'S TERMS’ 
Jan, 4. 


‘The terms upon which Japan is ready to] 
make peace with China have, according to| 
authoritative sources in Hankow, been com- 
munieated by the German Ambassador in 
Tokyo to Dr. O. Trautmann, German Ambas- 
sador to China, and in this news comes con- 
Seenation of earlier reports that Germany was 
seeking to bring the two countries together. 
Bitter as is the pill which has been adminis- 
tered, in considering what attitude China 
may ‘be expected to adopt towards the pro- 
posals it has always to be remembered that 
the terms will probably become severer if 
hostilities are prolonged. ‘The question which 








Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek has to answer 
is whether he will accept the terms now! 
offered or continue the struggle in the hope 
that by inflicting further considerable 
‘economic damage upon Japan the latter may 
be induced to modify her demands. It was 
very right and proper that just prior to the 
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‘fall of Nanking endeavours should have becn 
made to ascertain whether there were any 
basis for peace in existence. ‘The occupation 
fat the capital marked an early and possibly 
definite stage in the hostilities, and the lull in 
the fighting along the Yangtze may as well 
be due to a desire to give the Chinese Gov- 
ernment a breathing space in which to review 
the whole situation, -as to the wish of the 
Japanese high command to give its forces a 
welcome rest. The German ‘activities in 
‘Tokyo and Hankow have proved valuable in 
that they have elicited information concern= 
ing the minimum alms Japan has in mind, 
‘and, if the terms are as they are now reported 
to be, it will not be surprsing if thoy cause 
the gravest disappointment, If they represent 
the least Japan requires, what will be the 
rice of peace in the event of a long-drawn- 
out-war? Of the six reported terms four 
were to “be expectéd, namely ‘China's 
adherente to the Anti-Comintern Pact, the 
stationing of permanent Japanese garrisons 
in China, the creation of demilitarized zones 
In areas specified by Japan and the formation 
of an independent government in. Inner 
‘Mongolia. ‘The rst represents, if, accepted 
by China, the fulfilment of Japan’s alleged 
aim in opening hostilities; ‘the second is 
designed to secure satisfactory performance 
of any pledges which China may give in the 
course of settlement; the thitd provides for 
the neutralization of such areas as that sur= 
rounding Shanghai, with. possible extension 
of the scheme to other ports; and the last 
contemplates. the provision of a buffer state 
between North China and the sovietized 
Outer Mongolia, 


‘The demand for the conclusion of a Sino- 
‘Japanese economic agreement granting Jopan 
parteipation in China's national. resources, 
Customs, communications and“transport, on 
the face of it, seems innocent enough,’ but 
much depends upon, what is meant by 
“participation.” Japan‘has had"just the same 
opportunities to avail herself of these Chinese 
facilities as have other nations, and at no 
time has it been denied her, She'is apparont~ 
ly asking more, and what she will be taken 
really to mean is that degree of participation, 
which in effect will amount to control, ‘The 
control of the vartous services through the 
medium of udviserships, as has been adopted 
in Manchoukuo seems to be the least that can 
be expected under this provision, and this 
will mean the diminution of Chinese national 
authority to a degree similar to that which 
has taken ‘place in Manchoukuo, and the 
reduction of China to a similar state of pup- 
petry. ‘This view is supported by the demand 
that China should pay war reparations, Com~ 
Dining the two terms it 19 not unreasonable 
to believe that Japan intends to play the part 
of the broker's man, if not permanently, at 
least until whatever sum may be demanded 
of China is paid in full, Japan has learned 
the lesson from the Great War that in- 
domnities, the unfashionable word for repara~ 
tions, are diMeult to collect, but with a 
strangle-hold on the activities of the Chinese 
Government such as the acceptance of these 
terms would suggest, and the presence of 
Japanese garrisons in China, that country 
‘would not with the same ease, as was the 
case of other countries in the last big, struasle, 
avoid meeting the oblizations she had entered 
into, Interpreted shortly, therefore, the report~ 
ed Japanese terms constitute a demand for a 
complete Japanese economic, 
military hegemony in China, and while it 
appears that the nation’s sovereignty will 
continue to exist, it will be in so attenuated 
‘a form that China will scarcely be able to 
call her soul her own, 


The Generalissimo has been in receipt of 
these terms for the past week, it is reported, 
and the result of the talks between him and 
Dr, Trautmann have not yet been revealed. 
He has not up to the present rejected the 
terms: outright, but opinion in Hankow 
believes that he considers them unacceptable. 
It should come as no surprise if that should 
ultimately prove to be the case, He has con~ 
sistently held the view that this was to be a 
long struggle, and if there ever had been any 
weakening of that attitude—and there has 
been no indication of it—those terms are 
likely to reinforce it again. Short of actual 
demand for the surrender of territory the 
terms are those of a complete victor to the 
vanquished, and the present Chinese’ view is 
that it has not yet been decided: which of 
the two nations siiall play the respective 
roles. Chiang Kal-shek may decide that the 
price is already too high to pay for the in- 
ferior part, a view which may bo accepted by 
the majority of the Chinese nation. If that 
proves to be the case, the prospects of a con- 
tinued warfare are grave, and the inevitable 
Increase in the devastation which has already 
been effected, will prove an addition to the 
price which China must eventually pay for 
Whatever peace she may ultimately secure. 
In the meantime, until peace is reached, for- 
eign interests must continue to suffer, ‘That, 
of course, need weigh little with the Generalis- 
simo in ‘reaching the ‘grave decision which 
he must eventually make, Nevertheless, the 
Jdpanese terms, as reported, are disappoint- 
ing. In the present state of China's temper 
they might almost amount to an incitement 

















to further effort, and only by the most « 


binssed can they be held to pravide any real 
asis for negotiation, ‘They. seem, rather, to 
bbe designed at the moment for the purposn 
of indicating to the Chinese Government. 
how, up to the present, It has been.so sadly’

Question or two from him wauld immediately 
place a ease in its proper perspective, while as| 
Assistant Judge he brought to his’ work an 
‘erudition and application of the highest quality. 
Hils courtesy was unfailing, and there are still 
many journalists in Shanghai who look back 
with gratitude to the very considerable help he 
was always ready to afford them. His going 
will be deeply regretted, though some initigr=

THE MASTER'S VOICE

Sitting before your 
own teacher whose: methods of delivery” in 
dictation are well known is far more favour- 
able than sitting before a stranger who might 
be performing the same dictation test but does 
not, enjoy the familiarity of style which a 
student's teacher possesses if he were chosen for 
the task. From an office stenographer’s polit 
of view this writer cannot quote but from 
yeors of experience in newspaper reporting 
the advantage decidedly goes in favour of the 
familiar speaker whose ‘delivery, mannerisms 
‘and punctuation are well-known, “Take, for in- 
stance, a town counell in England where thirty 
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or forty persons are in session and most of 
them speaking, preferences ere naturally formed. 
If a stranger interjected there would be the most 
pbvious dimMeulty unless the notetaker were in 
‘the highest rank of his profession, Familiarity 
breeds contempt in social relationships, but It 
develops advantages in shorthand tests.” Speak- 
ing from memory of years ago, in Pitman ex- 
laminations and those conducted "by such in- 
stitutions as the Royal Society of Arts, it was 
definitely arranged that the dictator’ was a 
stranger to the students at 2 shorthand examin 
ation, although exceptions were made In small 
towns where talent was scarce. 





PLEA FOR BREVITY 
Some little while ago this journal drew atten 
{tention to the inordinate length of some of the’ 
letters sent to the editor for publication in the 
correspondence columns. For a short time there. 
was a distinct improvement, and most of the

A TRAGIC AFFAIR 


‘The shocking assassination of Mr. Loh Pah 
hong on ‘Thursday afternoon inspires the fear 
that another one of the frequent epidemics of 
assassination is about to befall Shanghai. A 
Tumour is extant that Mr, Lo was killed for 
patriotic motives. If that is true no’ reason 
would possibly be worse, for if ever a com= 
munity needed the wise guidance of its leaders 
itis the Chinese community in the unhappy 
circumstances with which “it is beset, The 
vietlm of this outrage was a mai whose many 
services to his own people made him an out 
Standing figure in Shanghal, and his record 
shows he was one who never ceased from doing 
‘good. If, indeed. he was preparing to be one 
Of the soven Chinese men to stand between-the 
feeds of the civilian population of Shanghai, 
‘und the military necessities of Japan, it is not 
‘even then to be believed that he was actuated 
hy any’ unpatriotic motive. In this connection it 
‘hould be remembered that in the Great War in 
Belgium. and certain occupied parts of France. 
Belgisn and French leaders did-come between 
the civil population and the military occupants 
of the areas involved, and, without any, slain 
apen thelr patriotism, rendered services to their’ 
‘awn people the value of which cannot be over- 
esimated. In this case, in view of the man's 











countrymen? They may very well sey that they 
‘need no stich assistanee, and refuse to cov 
operate with whatever organization Is being 
contemplated, but to go further than that ond 
murder these men who may be guided by the 
best possible motives. is to assume a right of 
Judgment which the dictates of law and order 
must speedily deny. Hot-headed _ patriotism, 
‘may be all very. well in its way, but it is the 
calm, clear thinking man who best serves his 
country. and a campaign of assassination: may 
do the Chinese people in this area an infinite 
‘amount of harm. For that reason it is to be 
hoped that the culprits will speedily be brought 
to justice. and that proper punishment will be 
meied out. The interests of millions of Chinese 
in Shanghai demand that this shall be done, and 
that if the guilty persons are apprehended the 
Courts will “take such action as may be reason 
ably expected of them,

JAPANESE TROOPS CAPTURE TSINAN 


Three Columns Claim to Have Taken City: Buildings 
Set on Fire by Retreating Chinese 


‘Tokyo, Dec. 27. 


ITH an estimated loss of 120 officers and men killed and 





wounded in four days’ fighting, Japanese forces to-day. were 
possession of ‘Tsinan, capital of Shantung province. 


Crossing the Yellow River at three points on the night of 
December 23, a communiqué of the Imperial General Headquar- 
ters issued at 6 o'clock to-night said, the Japanese troops pro- 


gréssed rapidly southwards. 


Chowtsun, an important railway station on the Tsinan- 
‘Tsingtao, Railway about 60 kilometres cast of Tsinan, was taken 


at 7 o'clock on Christmas night. 

‘The three columns then converged 
upon ‘Tsinan to carry out the second 
‘ceupation of the Shantung capital 
by Japanese troops in a decade. 

‘Before retreating, the Chinese set 
fire to all. important buildings, the 
communique added. ‘The Japanese 
Consulate-General, the German Con- 
sulate and the Japanese Hospital were 
‘buming flercely this morning. ‘The 
Provincial Government buildings, 
headquarters of Gen. Hon Fu-chu, 
were" also so} on ire yesterday 
morning. 

Press dispatches from Japanese 
correspondents at the front said the 
entire walled city appeared to be 
ablaze, 

‘Japanese infantrymen, the reports 
added, were actively." engaged in. 
mopping-up operations among the 
burning buildings. Japanese flags 
were seen on top of the city gates. 
Few Chinese soldiers were reported 
seen in the unwalled city, the more 
up-to-date part of Tsinan- 

Encountering little resistance, 
Japanese column occupied the aero- 
drome, two Kilometres west of the 
city, at o'clock this afternoon— 
Dome. 

‘Japanese Resume Drive 
‘Tokyo, Dec, 24, 

Atter clearings ‘Tsinan of remnants: 
Japanese troops are reported to have 
Fesumed their drive southward in 
the direction of Taian, 25 miles 
south of the provincial capital. 

‘A salient feature of the Japanese 
occupation of Tsinan, according to 
Japanese press reporis, is that the

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JAPANESE TROOPS ATTACKED IN HANKOW Rp.| 


‘Two Hand Grenades Hurled at Sightseeing Party by 
Unknown Assailants: Four Troops Wounded 


Shanghai, Jan. 2. 
HD iarenbdrtres taking advantage of the New Year holiday to stage 

a series of anti-Japanese attacks in the Settlement yester-j 
day, Chinese trouble-makers, believed to belong to the guerilla 
gang already responsible for two such incidents, carried out four 
more attacks within a short space of time yesterday morning. 

‘The most serious occurred at 11.20 in Hankow Road, when 9 
party of Japanese soldiers, believed to number about 30, who were 
out “sight-seeing”, were attacked by unknown persons in the crowd 
thronging the street at the time, two grenades being hurled into | 
their midst at close range. Four Japanese soldiers were injured, 
‘one seriously, and five Chinese were also wounded as the missiles 
burst in the roadway, 

At 11.55, a hand grenade was thrown over the wall into the 
compound of the Kiwa Cotton Mill, Robison Road. It exploded, 
but did not cause any casualties. 
Gordon Road District, the first at 11.55, when two bombs were 
thrown through the gateway of the Kung Dah No. 3 Mill, Singapore 
Road, injuring one Chinese, and the second at 12.30 at the Nagai 
Wata Kaisha Co's, general office, 931 Gordon Road.

After anchoring off Kowan fo: 
several days on her way down river, 
HAMS, Cricket, the gunboat which 
was bombed by Japanese aircraft up 
river from Nanking on December 12 
‘arrived in Shanghal on Dee. $1, tying 
‘up alongside H.MLS. Folkestone, ‘She 
‘was escorted through the. gap in the 
Klangyin boom by a Japanese des- 
troyer, which Mashed to her m mes~ 
age of goodwill as the gunboat 
Steamed “away down river. The 
Cricket, it is understood, has éome 
down to pick up the British Consu) 
in Nanking, Lleutenant-Colonel Lovat- 
Fraser, the British Military Attaché, 
‘and Dr. G, Rosen, of the German 
Embassy staff, She will leave early 
in the New Year on hor journey back 
to the former Chinese capital. 

A detailed account of the shelling 
and bombing of the British shipping 
eoncentration "above Nanking on 
December 11 and 12 was obtained by 
‘a "Notth-China Daily News” reporter 
soon after the gunboat arrived in 
port, On December 11, H.MS, Scarab, 
with the Flag-Captain of the ‘Yangtze 
Patrol aboard, H.MS. Cricket, thes. 
Whangpu, the ss, Watung, ‘the ss, 
Tsingtah,'the A.P.C. ss. Tien Kwang, 
fa dardine’s hulle with many Bvitish 
Tesidents of Nanking aboard, in ad- 
ition to a quantity’ of British: pro- 
erty, the tug Shunwo, and the three 
Socony lighters involved in the Panay 
bombing, the ss, Melan, Pelping'and 
‘Molhsia," were all anchored. In the 
safe anchorage close to Nanking. 
Heavy firing had been heard coming 
from the right bank of the eiver trom 
dawn “onwards, ‘and continued 
through the forenoon. 


Regular Salvoes 
‘At 225 pam. two shells burst in 
the waier about twenty yards off the 
Celeket's port. side, and: these wor 
followed by regular two gun salvoe 
at-short intervals, the shells fall 
‘all around the assembled ships and 
hulks,” ‘The merchant ships forming 
part of the concentration Immediately 
proceeded up river, while the Scaral 
‘and the Cricket got up steam. After 
some ten oF eleven salvoes had been

"While the Cricket 
was at anchor off the left bank, tho 
firing. began again, and shells. began 
to fall around the merchant ships, 
which wore still proceeding up river, 
and were by this time a mile above 
the Cricket, ‘Two-gun salvoes were 
again ‘boing fired. ‘The firing only. 
ceased when the ships were out of 
range, 

‘The Scarab, with the hulk in tow, 
and the Cricket, with a lighter in 
tow, followed up river, and anchored 
eight miles above Nanking. ‘They. 
rejoined the remainder of the ships 
at a point two miles above Hslasan- 
shan, “The A.C, ss. Tienkwang was 
hit th the shelling, sustaining twelve 
sniall holes above the water fine. The 
AP.C, ss. Wokwong was hit by several 
hells, and one Chinese was wounded,

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BRITISH SHIP PASSES 
BOOM AT NANTAO 


Steamer Redgate Goes Into 
‘Yangtszepoo Dock 


After being marooned above the 
Nantao boom ‘for almost - twenty 
‘weeks, the British steamer Redgate, 
4323 tons gross, came sailing down 
past the Bund “shortly before 2 
Bm. on Dec, 31, and’ is now in 
ry dock. Her owners, the Redgate 
‘Steamship Co, and her local agents, 
Dodwell & Co, breathed a deep sigh 
of relict as she squeezed through the 
arrow opening on the Pootung side 
of the Soom and travelled down to 
the Yangiszepoo Dock, for the de- 
murrage on this cargo’ vessel during 
her incarceration has amounted to 
many thousands of dollars. 

‘The Redgate came into port on 
‘August 9, when she tied up at buoys 
11 and 12, opposite ttc French Water~ 
works plant in Nantao, to discharge 
cargo.

‘The Council's Responsibility

‘Sm—Those of us who, before the 
outbreak of the Shanghai hostilities 
resided in the Hongkew and Yang~ 
tszepoo districts within the Settlement 
boundaries, cannot but feel that we 
had been betrayed by the Munleial 
Counclt, 

‘The first and paramount duty’ of 
the Shanghal Munlcipal Council, in 
times when Its authority “may be 
challenged or threatened, is to protect 
the bounds within which it exercises 
control and performs the furietions 
of government conferred by the Land 
Regulations, 

But the Counell deliberately. abne- 
gated its powers. 

‘As the “Japanese spokesman has 
succinctly ‘put it, “the Munleipal 
Couneil forfeited for a time its rights 
of administration over the eastern 
Settlement area when the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Police took to its heels on 
orders from their superiors on 
August 17. As a consequence, the 
Jopanese Naval Landing Party tem 
porarily had to assume the authori 











Following the outbreak of hostili- 
tles on August 13, or it may have 
‘been even earlior than that, the 
Counell, apparently in consultation 
with tte military authorities of the 
Powers which had troops stationed 
in Shanghal, decided to abandon its 
Jurisdiction "in the Northern and 
Eastern Settlement areas, while 
taking full and complete measures 
for the protection of the Central and 
‘We who lived in 
North Szechuen Road saw with sur~ 
prise and dismay the Municipal Poli 
Hines withdraw from the Settlement 
boundary at Range Road to Haining 
Road, then to Boone Road, and 
finally to the south side of the’ So« 
chow. Creek, all within 24 "hous 
‘Those who should have received the 
protection of the Municipal Council 
‘were abandoned to their own devices 
and the implications of a rapidly 
developing war situation. 

‘Had the Couneil adopted a strong 
stand—the only stand it should taken 
—to protect all the areas within the 
defined Settlement limits, and had 
notified the Chinese and’ Japanese 
‘Authorities that these boundaries must 
bbe respected, T am of opinion the 
‘Shanghai hostilities could not have 
doveloped into the huge military

failed in its prime duty to protect

Some Ways of Using

(Claim Disallowed) 


A claim for over $52,000, brought 
by Dr. R. Sichler, German efciency 
expert from Berlin, against | the 
Union Brewery, Lid, was dismissed 
by. Judge A. G. ‘Mossup in H. 3. 
[Supreme Court on December 28. 
Tho claim covered salary from | 
the date of his dismissal. from 
the company to the present montn; 
‘estimated profits; travelling expenses; 
‘and damages for wrongful dismissal. 
‘The defendant company's case. in 
‘cluded a. submission that there was 
no ease to answer, it being main 
tained that the piaintif's own case 
‘wap sufliclent proot that his dis~ 
missal was justified, 


Dr. Sichler was represented by 
‘Mr. K. BE. Newman, ‘of Teesdale, 
Newman & Co, and the Union 
Brewery woo represented by Mfr. Mf. 
Reader” Harris, of Platt, White- 


Cooper & Co. 
Plaintif's ease was that he 





to Shanghai from Berlin, where he 
‘bad held a number of’ important 
appolatments, including a responsible 
position in a large German firm, in 
Order to enquire into possibilities of 
improving the company's business. 
He was given a two-year contract 
‘which should have expired this 
‘month, ‘and was engaged at a monthly 
salary’ of $3,000, together with ten 
‘per coat. of the profits. 


Secret Agreement 


In 1996, the Chinese Government 
made a special § per cent. freight 
discount to native brewers, snd Dr. 
Sichler came to an agreensat wath 
certain Chinese in this connection. 
‘They were to take over the lease, 
he would be made both a director 
‘nd manager of the company, and 
although his salary was to remain at 
$3,000 "2 month, his ten per cent.

‘This agreement. hovever he kept 
secret, having had trouble with the 
directors before regarding sugges 
ons and recommendations he had 
put forward; Dr. Sichier folt that 
the directors would not consider the

Dismissal Justifed 


For the defence, Mr. Reader

agreement prevented him from being 
in a position to discharge his duties 
fairy: Tt was pointed out that under 
‘the new agreement, Dr. Sichler would 
‘be given a higher position, and his 
profits would be guaranteed, which 
the brewery was not in a ‘position 
to do.

Tn the ease of Clouston & Co, 
Ltd, v. Corry (1908, AC, 122) it was 
laid down by the Judicial Committee 
fn-an action for wrongful dismissal 
Jahat it Is a question for the jury 
whether the degree of misconduct 
‘was inconsistent with the fulllment 
of the express or implicd conditions 
fof service, so as to justify dismissal, 
It is for the judge ‘to say whether 
there is any evidence to submit to 
the Jury in. support of the allegation 
of justifiable dismissal, If he sub- 
mits the Issue he shotild direct the 
jury by informing them of the nature 
of the acts which, as a matter of law, 
would justify dismissal; and guide 
them by calling their attention to the 
‘material facts. 

have endeavoured, 1 hope cor- 
{ reetly, to direct myself'ss to the law 
by considering. inter alla, the several 











Jauthorities which have been cited to 
me by counsel. Misconduct, incon- 
sistent with the due and  "foithtul 
discharge by the servant of the duties 
{for,which he was engaged, is good. 
Jeaue for dismissal, So if he is guilty 
Jor fraud or dishonesty In connection 
‘with the business of his employer he 
may be dismissed; but it is not! 
necessary that moral delinquency 
should be an clement of the mis-

and faithful discharge of the servant's 
duty to his master, A. servant, whose 
Jeonduet is incompatible with the

defendant company. In his sworn 
evidence he says that it was his duty 
to do everything to make the de- 
{fendant company pay, He was to 
scheme proposals.” and to advise the 
Jdirectora‘on any such schemes, ‘That 
he was considered in the light of an 
Jexpert is shown by the minute of the 
board of directors of October 23, 1995, 
wherein he was referred ‘to as’ such, 
Jand also by the comparatively high 
scale of remuneration which the 
Jdefendant company agreed to pay 
him, Tt is fair.

[brewery on terms beneficial to them- 
selves.” Under the provisions of this 
contract the plaintiff is authorised 
‘by the Chinese to offer to lease the 
Jdetendant company's brewery for at 
least five" years on certain terms; 
Jand, conditionally on the completion 
Jof an agreement between the Chinese 
‘and the defendant company, the 
plaintif is to receive certain benefits,

‘Can it, in such circumstances, be 
sald that the conduct on the part of 
‘the plaintif is not incompatible with 
‘the faithful discharge of his duty to 
his employers?

In 
faot none of them can do it, though 
yellow lights afford some comfort by 
Virtue of thelr casting less dazzle than 
white lights, How much less. then 
can aeroplanes be expected to find 
their way safely to earth in a fox?

‘a town passed to, or rather were 
taken by, the University authorities. 
|Theoretically the University authori- 
tes can refuse anyone permission to 
live ‘within the eity iimits and ean 
‘put out of bounds to undergraduates 
any place on the outskirts of Oxford 
fof which they disapprove. All pubs 
fare out of bounds and all daneo- 
halls, the latter appsrently on the 
assumption that the working-girl of 
Oxford town is a vicious and pre- 
Jdatory female only waiting to get her 
Jelaws into unsuspecting and innocent 
lundergraduates. "During the last few 
years, however, Oxtord proctorial dis- 
fcipline has come very much into the 
limelight following one or two quite 
outrageous episodes attacking funda- 
mental rights of free speech, ‘The 
members of the University Peace 
‘Counelt were informed in November 
1036 that they would not be allowed 
to Join as a body in the procession 
to the War Memorial and if they 
wished to place a wreath on the 
Memorial the name, of the Soclely 
must not be inseribed upon the 
‘wreath and It must be laid by only 
{two members who were to tnke it 
Yo the Memorial in ® fax.” This 
action was bitterly resented by every. 
section of university opinion and 
protesting letters were written to all 
fof the leading newspapers. ineludi 
the “Manchester Guardian” and "The 
Spectator,” signed by Presidents and 
Sceretaries of avery important under 
araduate organization. Senior “mem- 
bers of the University joined in the 
Joutery and in the end the Proctors 
jwere forced to concoct a thoroughly 
excuse. Tt scems incredible 
that the University authorities could 
have been so ill-advised as to attempt 
jan action of this sort and the prompt 
reaction of all shades of opinion will 
at Teast be a warning for the future.
